anything short of a repeal. It is claimed, 
however, that a modification bill will re­ 
ceive the vote of two-thirds of the Rop- 
publi< an members and will have a good 
chance of passing the senate and re- ; 
reiving the president’s signature. 
Mr. ; 
Pearson, of North Corolina, says the es­ 
sential modifications of the law likely 
to be considered are as follows: 
Excluding from the operations of the 
law cases in which one government offi­ 
cer is responsible for tile ads of his sub­ 
ordinate, as deputy collectors of reve­ 
nue; examination of those already cov­ 
ered into the classified service without 
examination, so as to put them on a 
footing with new applicants; change of 
examinations, so as to make them more 
practical and less theoretical; distinct 
provision against life tenure and for a 
stated term of service; affirmation of the 
right of heads of departments to remove, 
re lace or promote in the interest of the 
public: a limitation of the law to specific 
departments, bureaus, etc., and an ex­ 
clusion of those not enumerated.
